A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed office action and claims 20 and 33 in view of the 
prior art. Applicants discussed claims 20 and 33 as amended in the amendment filed 2/2/09. The Examiner indicated 
the amended claims overcome the 102 rejection of the claims under Karlsson, with respect to the limitation of the 
gluing method and construction. The Examiner argued, however, how the limitation of a single piece belt was 
interpreted. Applicants also proposed amendments to claim 20 such that it clearly claims the hip belt is formed from a 
single piece of material that extends on both side regions of the rear of the diaper. The examiner agreed that these 
changes would overcome the applied references. Additionally, Applicants has persuasively asserted why it would not 
be obvious to form into one piece the two pieces taught in Karlsson as 1) Karlsson teaches away from a single piece 
by teaching the advantages of having the two pieces, each in a pocket; and 2) in the specification page 3 second 
paragraph and in response filed 2/2/09 on pages seven and eight which outline the advantages of forming the hip belt 
into one piece. These proposed changes are substantive, change the scope of the claims and would require new 
consideration and/or search. Agreement was not reached .
